IHhrd Offers New Fellowships 
To Attract College Teachers 


• AN INTENSIVE NATION- 
WIDE effort to combat the 
nounting shortage of teachers in 
. the nation's colleges was inau- 
gurated April 4 by the Ford Foun- 
dathm. 

The organization announced a 
$35 million appropriation for a 
ittge-scale extension and devel- 
ogoent of the national Woodrow 
Wilson Fellowship program. 
^The Foundation’s action will 
Hdpport a broad program to at- 
tract able college students into 
the academic profession and will 
provide graduate fellowships to 
potential college teachers at the 
rate of 1,000 a year tor the next 
five years. 

, Individual awards, which will be 
•Qndied to tuition and living ex- 
penses for the first year of gradu- 
ate study, are expected to average 
13,300 and will consume approxi- 
mately $11 million of the (total ap- 
propriation. 

Another $10 million will go to 
universities for aM to graduate 
Students beyond tHe first year. A 
nationwide recruiting prograen 
wdll absorb about $2A miilion, and 
administrative expenses over tbe 
flva>year period are expected to 
be |1 ntlllion. 

Out of the total funds appro- 
priated. $200,000 will be made 
'available to the Association of 
American Universities and its af- 
Qliate, the Association of Gradu- 
ate Schools. This will provide for 
an Immediate increase of 100 
Woodrow Wilson fellowships for 
; the fall of 1957 — a 50 percent rise 
over the 200 awarded this spring. 

To conduct the expanded re- 
adiltment and fellowship program 
planned for the next five years, 
tbe organization is being recon- 
. aUtuted as ^ nonprodt corpora- 
\tioo. The independent governing 
board is to be made up of a com- 
bination ^f distinguished laymen 
and educators. 

''"In the next 15 years,” Henry 
T,|Ieald, president of t^e Founda- 
«qn. said last month, "it is ex- 
pected that we win be teaching 
twice as many eoUege students as 
gt, present. Yet up to now college 
tea^ting is tbe one major field for 
wM^ able college students have 
not been aotlvely recruited. 

“The program of the National 
Woodrow Wilson Fellowship Cor- 
poration provides a coordinated 
attempt to meet the serious short- 
age of jpialifled faculty members 
In our college and universities.” 
Tbe recruitment prograip will 
be oondutced largely throfugh a 
Obrps of 100 or more faculty mem- 
bers on approximately 1,000 col- 
«ega campuses. Four dr five fuU- 
ti^ regional field directors will 
assist in devclORing and boordinat- 
iag the program.

Motion Questioned 

• WE BELIEVE THAT the recommendation by the Student 
Council last week to discontinue payment or the division of 
profits to the associate editors of the Cherry Tree and to the 
business manager and advertising manager of the HATCHET 
were made hurriedly, and without a complete investigation 
of the facts. 

A motion was introduced at the meeting recommending 
a discontinuation of all remuneration to persons on publica- 
tions now receiving such payment. These persons are the 
editor-in-chief, the business manager and the associate editors 
of the Cherry Tree; and the business manager and the adver- 
tising manager of the HATCHEn". Lat», this motion was 
amended to recommend payment discontinuation for the busl-^ 
ness and advertising manager of the HATCHET and the 
associate editors of the Cherry Tree. Why were the two top 
Jobs on the Cherry Tree left untouched? According to Council 
reasoning, because the Cherry JYee is not supported by the 
University and losses Incurred by the Cherry TTee are borne 
by the editor and the business manager.,. Why were the 
HATCTIET Jobs dropped from pay? According to Council 
reasoning Ti^use the school subsidizes the paper, and the 
business manager and advertising manager are nc* involved 
In risk. 

The HATCHET is given approximately $13,000 a year 
to run on, and its advertising nets about $8,000. Much of this 
advertising is due to the business and advertising managers. 
The HATCHET b^ves that without fills incentive, the 
amount of advertising will dwindle and in return the ilniver- 
sity will lose more money. 

The HATCHET thinks that the decision was passed 
hurriedly^as neither the editorial board of the HATCHET 
or the Cherry tne, nor the adviser to the student publica- 
tions, nor the publications committee was asked for its advice 
on the matter. The; Council failed in its responsibility as the 
representative of the student body to look into the full 
problem of remuneration to students taking part in activities. 
The HATCHET plans to fully look Into the matter and will 
report in next week’s editorial column.

A technique has been perfected 
whereby the cornea of the human 
eye can now be transplanted to 
the eye of a blind person.
